An Invention That Makes a Watch Wind 


ItBelf as the Wearer Walks. 


A watch that winds itself by the mo- 


ion of the wearer is the latest wonder 
of Europe. 
The moneyed 
tourists 


abroad will probably come home in tha 
fall provided with them to astonish 
their stay-at-home friends. The follow- 
ing explanation of the new toy will, 
however, take off the edge of this tri- 
umph with the readers of the Stan 


The new automatic timepiece is called 


In Switzerland, where it was invented, 
the "Marche-Marche." 
The watch is 


a stem-setter, and in but one particular 
differs from the ordinary watch as to 
exterior appearance. 
Its "works" are 


protected by a square case instead of a 
round one, for a reason that will appear 
after the other features of the watch 
have been described in detail. The 
prime feature of the watch is the auto- 
matic self-winding mechanism, wnich 
attains the object m %iew to perfection. 
On the side of the watch that the arbor 
of the winding barrel is exposed, an 
arm, secured at the end and with a 
hammer-like attachment at the other, 
moves downward whenever disturbed 
from a position of absolute rest. Tha 
force ot a spring adjusted under the 
arm furnishe0 the reaction, and the 
oscillation ig repeated with every step 
taken by the wearer. This is trans- 
mitted to the lock of the mainspring 
barrel by the wheel, the circumference 
of which is adapted to the clutch of a 
dog that "holds fast all it gets," and 
the most ordinary walking exercise 
upon the part of the wearer selves to 
wind it up full. 
The watch when used 


for the first time is wound with a key, 
but never after is a key required if the 
watch is worn regularly b\ any one ot 
the most moderate habits of peregrina- 
tion. The square case is essential to 
the successful action of the self-winding 
apparatus, for the reason that it must 
stand horizontally, and this can only be 
when the watch has an upright position 
'.n the pocket. 


Upon the face of the watch is the 


email dial of manometer, which con- 
stantly indicates the tension to which 
the spring is wound, and by a glance 
the wearer of the wat< h may tell for 
how many hours the watch is wound. 
The running capacity of the "Marche- 
Marche," when fully wound, is sixty 
hours, as is indicated by the manome- 
ter when its hand points to the number 
at the top of the dial. The amount of 
exeicisa required to wind it full is rep- 
resented by six miles' walking. 
The 


advantage urged in the automatic wind- 
ing mechanism is the absence of the 
hazard m mi'siug trains and sowing 
seeds of dissension in the family by 
late arrival at dinner because of forget- 
fillness or negligence in the matter ot 
winding the watch. Tlie absence of ne- 
cessitj* lor any contact of human hands 
with the interior of the watch is urged 
as an additional argument for durabil- 
ity, and its shape, which at first seems 
odd, is better adapted to rich and artis- 
ic decoration. The "Marche-Marche" 
9 entirely a hand-made watch, and is 
•onsequently a model of perfection in 
he chronometnc art, the expense of 
which is the chief barrier to its speedy 
ntroduction to general use.—N. Y.

INDUSTRIAL TRAININQ. 


Vbat Has Been Accomplished in Conti* 


nental Earope. 


'Ibis is rapidly becoming one of the 


cost important social problems of the 
nay. The New York Times gives the 
'ollowing summary of what has been 
done in France and Austria: "In Paris 
sixty-five evening art schools are sup- 
jorted by the municipality alone, be- 
sides the numerous schools carried on, 


religious orders, workingmen's so- 


cieties and private enterprise. In con- 
sequence of this almost every workman 
irFranee is a good draughtsman. In 
addition to this, evening lectures or1 
'eours' on almost every subject of iu- 
:erest in art, science and literature af- 
ford gratuitous instruction to the work- 
men. The crowded schools of draw- 
ing, modeling, wood-carving and paint- 
ing, furnished with the best models and 
casts, and under the charge of teachers 
full of enthusiasm for the work, give an 
impetus to those trades and manufact- 
ures which are closely connected with 
art which is without a parallel. In 
Austria, which ranks next to France in 
industrial advance, eighty-four trade 
schools are already established, which 
may be classed under the following 
heads: Fiist, schools for weaving; sec- 
ond, wood and iron trades, third, cera- 
mics and glass trades; fourth, metal 
industries; and, fifth, toys and various 
small industries. The latter class of 
industries are principally confined to 
the 
mountainous 
districts 
of 
the 


Tyrol 
It will be seen that weaving 


schools take the hrst rank m Austria, 
as this 15 an industry which employs a 
vast number of workpeople of both 
sexes. There are m Austria alone 
twenty-two weaving schools. The lo- 
cal needs and resources of different lo- 
calities in most cases determine tho 
character of the school. Thus, the first 
trade school established in Germany 
was for the manutact,ire of metal work 
in the colliery district of Westphalia, 
and owed its origin to the want felt by 
the manufacturers for trained labor. It 
includes a three years' course, and the 
pupils are trained as designers, model- 
ers, 
wood-carvers, founders, turners, 


engine-hUers, engravers, gilders and 
etchers."

The Message. 


President Cleveland's first message 


to congress was delivered yesterday, 
and is before the country to day re- 
ceiving that degree of attention 
whieb its importance demands. 
It 


will be found in this issue of oar 
paper, and we bespeak for it a careful 
reading. Its length exceeds that of 
any message sent to congress in 
many years, and the first criticism 
leveled at it will be on that account 
In this rapid age people will not 
calmly read any public document 
that requires so much of their time 
as this first effort of the new pres- 
ident, who seems to have been de- 
termined to lay out enough work to 
employ Congress for the whole ses- 
sion. 
Many of the subjects treated 


of are comparatively unimportant, 
and might well have been disposed 
of in much fewer words. Mr. Cleve- 
land, however, appears to labor un- 
der the idea that the members of 
Cougreas need to be enlightened as 
to their duties, and that he knows 
better than anybody else what those 
duties are — s. mistake not uncommon 
among new and nnpraoticed states- 
men, who are prone to believe that 
their advont to power is the begin- 
ning of an era, prior to which the 
world has been groping in darkness 
and ignorance. 


In discussing the relations of the 


government with foreign powers the 
President goes fully into details, but 
deems the refusal of the Austrian 
government to receive Mr. Keiley, 
as American Minister, to be of suf- 
ficient importance to occupy a lead- 
ing place in his message. The conn- 
try bad hoped that it had heard 
enough of Mr. Keiley and his griev 
ances to permit the matter to rest, 
but the chief executive calls the at- 
tention of Congress to the case, ap- 
parently oblivious of the fact that 
the whole trouble arose out of a 
mistake of his own — the appoint 
ment of a man who was obnoxious 
to the people and government to 
which he was accredited — and that 
a proper regard for international 
comity and the courtesy due from 
one government to another should 
have called for a greater degree of 
care upon his part. 
Being a blun- 


der of his own, whether atieing 
from his want of appreciation of the 
fitness of things or from his lack of 
acquaintance with the public men of 
his party, it was hardly worthy of 
the dignity of being brought to the 
attention of Congress in an official 
communication. 


Upon the subject of tariff revis- 


ion the President's views will hardly 
suit the fierce Democratic idea that 
favors absolute free trade. 
He ad- 


vises a reduction in the duties levied 
ipon some articles, but insists that 
'the question of free trade is not in- 
volved, nor is there now any occasion 
for the general discussion of the wis- 
dom or expediency of a protective 
system." Mr. Morrison will hardly 
enjoy this exposition of the presiden- 
tial tariff idea. 


The iiintniige (Jiseusbes tha silver 


question at considerable length, and 
attribntua much of the present Cuan 
cial striugeucy to the eftect of the 
compulsory coinage «ot. 
He recom- 


mends the suspension of the coinage 
of silver dollars. 


The president devotes considera- 


ble space to the Indian problem, and 
recommends the passage of a law pro- 
viding for the appointment of six 
commissioners, three of whom shall 
be detailed from the army, whose 
duty it shall be to inspect the sever- 
al reservations and determine what 
steps shall be taken to improve the 
condition of the Indians. 


Upon the question of polygamy 


the message is outspoken, demands 
that there shall be no relaxation in 
the execution of the law, and recom- 
mends the passago of a law to pre- 
vent the importation of Mormons in- 
to the country. 


The president commits himself 


unqualifiedly to the principle of civil 
service reform, and recommends that 
the law relating thereto be extended 
nnd made more general in its appli- 
cation. He, however, adroitly inter- 
polates a few sentences evidently in- 
tended to justify the action of the 
administration in its frequent viola- 
tions of the very letter of the civil 
••rviee law. 
The president seems to 


ptace himself in the attitude of the 
wan who was in favor of the Maine 


law, 
but opposed to its execution. 


Hi« utterances on this subject, how- 
ever, frill give rise to lively discus- 
sion, and will not be reassuring to 
that large section of his own party 
Which is so firmly wedded to the 
fpoik theory.

Death of Vanderbllt. 


William H. Vanderbilt, the great 


rai'way magnate, dropped dead at 
b'is home in New York yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Vanderbilt, who was 
in the sixty-fifth year of his age, was 
believed to be the richest man in the 
world, his wealth being estimated at 
over $200,000,000. He had retired 
from all active participation in, the 
affairs of Wall street, though still re- 
maining a power in the financial 
world, and it is not believed that his 
death will seriously affect the finances 
of the country. His preparations 
for death had all been made, and his 
property disposed of in such a way 
as to give no ctuse for disturbance 
in the event of his demise. Mr. 
Vanderbilt leaves four BODS and four 
daughters. His sons are all active 
in the management of the family 
railroad interests, and all are men 
who have been trained to the busi- 
ness. 
The eldest, Cornelius, is close- 


ly identified with gome of the lead- 
ing charitable and religions institu- 
tions of New York.

CITIZENSHIP AKD NATURALIZATIOH. 


The Inadequacy of existing legislation 
touching citizenship and naturalisation de- 
mands your consideration. While recoffnfz- 
rng tt»e right of expatlatlon, no stawkory 
provisions exist providing means for re- 
nouncing cltlzenshtp^w an American citizen, 
native born or naturalized, nor for termi- 
nating and vacating an improper acquisi- 
tion of citizenship; even a fraudulent decree 
of naturalization can not now be canceled. 
The privilege and franchise of American cit- 
izenship should be granted with care and ex- 
tended to those only who intend, in good 
faith, to assume Its duties and responsibili- 
ties when attending ita privileges any bene- 
fits. It should he w4thheld from thos e who 
merely go through tho forms of naturallia 
tion -with the intent of escaping the duties of

SERVICE RRFOBH — NO RELAXATION Off 
rrs rsiNcrpLEs TO BE EXPECTED. 


The report of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, which will be submitted, contains an 
account of the manner in which the civil 
service law lias been executed during the 
past year, and much valuable Information 
on this important subject. 


I am Inclined to think that there !s no sen- 
timent more general In the minds of the 
people of our country than a 
conviction 


of the correctness of the principle upon 
which the law enforcing civil service re- 
form is based. 
In Its present condition 
the law regulates only a part of the subor- 
dinate public position throughout tlie coun- 
try. It applies the test of fitness to appli- 
cants for tbese places by means of a compet- 
itive examination 
and 
gives large 
dis- 


cretion to the Commissioners as to the char- 
acter of the examination and many othor 
matters connected with Its execution. Thus 
the rules and regulations adopted bytlia 
Commission have much to do with the prao- 
tical usefulness of the statute and with the 
lesults of Its application. 


THE PEOPLE 


may well trust tlK commission to execute 
the law with perfect fairness and with as 
little irritation as possible, but of course no 
relaxation of thi> principle which undeilli's 
It and no weakening of the safeguards H ulch 
auiround It can be expected. Kxporience In 
its administration will probably suggest 
amendment of the methods of its execution, 
but I venture to hope that we sball never 
again be remitted to the system wnlch dis- 
tilbute* public positions purely as rewards 
for partisan service 


Doubcs ma-\ \\ellbe entertained whether 
our Go\ erument could sui vlve the strain of 
a continuance of this system which upon 
every chauge of administration, 
inspires 
an Immense army of claimants for office to

A MORMON IN.DECATUR. 


This forenoon a REPUBLICAN reporter 


bad a chat with J. Wrathall, a Mormon 
from Utah, who is a guest at the Palace 
Hotel. He ia here in company with E. 
L. Clark and Beth Fletcher, also ot Utah. 
They have been attending the Cattle 
Convention at St. Louis, and came here 
For the purpose of purchasing stallions 
lor their stock farms. 
Mr. Wrathall 


Irankly admitted to the reporter that he 
was a Mormon and had lived in Utah 30 
rears. He seemed ignorant of the fact 
hat there is a prospect ot trouble in 
[Jtah, and did not know that the United 
Hates troops were in possession of Salt 
Jake. He stated in substance: "There 
are 150,000 Mormons in Utah, but not 
more than one in ten has more than one 
wife; I have twelve children, but only one 
wife; my two former wives are dead. I 
iavd not seen President Taylor for some 
ime. He is between 70 and 80 years of 
age and feeble. If the authorities were 
o arrest him and put him in prison it 
would mean death to him. There will be 


o trouble or war in Utah in my opinion, 
'be little Hurries that occasionally arise 
nly mean money making schemes on the 
mrt ot the speculators. Judge Zane is 
onsidered a good lawyer and a smart 


man, but When he strikes polygamy he is 
way off—giving the parties brought be- 
ore him no show at all. An arrest means 
mpriaoument under the Edmunds law 
or not less than six months and a fine, 
'he officers are always after the rich pol- 
'gamiste, as no Mormon witnesses are 
:eard and none allowed on the jury, the 
Juited States oonrt has everything its 
>wn way. The officers always try to set 
he second wife of a polygamist to testify 
,nd if she fails to give evidence she fares 
ladly at the hands of the court, being 
brown into prison with her polygamous 
ord. Arrests occur about three times a 
week and the question is constantly be- 
ore the court. I thought I would spend 
few weeks in Illinois for my health, and 
feel much better, I will start for Utah 
o-morrow.'' Mr. Wrathall is a man of 
bout 55 years of age and looks like a 
man of means.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 
• 


One of Lively Interest to all Bankers and 


Depositors. 


Among the long list of opinions filed by tbe 


Appellate Court at Springfield recently » 
one of extraordinary interest. The facts and 
doctrines involved are briefly these: Gardner 
Case was & depositor in toe Bank of Bunker 
Hill, 111., and John Delano and others were 
directors. The bank failed, and Case brought 
suit against Delano and others, individually, 
to recover the amount of his deposits, resting 
his claim upon the ground that as such officers 
they were bound to Know the Bnanoial condi- 
tion of the bank, and thS acceptance of his 
deposits after they might, by exercising due 
diligence, have known the fact of its insol- 
vency, constituted a personal and individual 
responsibility to him. The trial of the issue 
was had before Judge Jesse J. Phillips, In the 
circuit court of Macoupin county, where 
judgment was rendered in favor of Case. The 
defendants appealed, and the Appellate Court 
now afflrms the judgment of the court below. 
This decision is said to be an entirely new de- 
parture, and is credited with being the Brat 
instance in which an attempt was made di- 
rectly upon the directors of a bank to make 
them individually responsible for the deposits 
of an insolvent bank. It ia remembered that 
immediately after the judgment was origin- 
ally rendered in the Macoupin Circuit Court, 
and the fact published in the press of this city, 
numerous letters came from banks through- 
out tee country to know whelher the doctrine 
of the case had not been misstated. The tend- 
ency of the decision will naturally be to make 
directors more diligent in familiarizing them- 
selves with the actual condition of the Institu- 
tions with which they are connected.

A question has arisen with the (jovernmen 
of Austro-HunKary touching the represent 
atlon of the United States ut Vienna.

ter to that Court, the Government of Austro 
Hungary Invited this Government to the 
cognizance of certain exceptions, based np 
on alligations against the personal acccpta 
billty of Mr. Kelly, the| appointed Envoy 
asking that, ini view thereof, the appoint 
meiu should be withdrawn. The reasons ad 
viinced were sncn as could not be acquiesced 
In without a violation of my oath of office

tlve, and required such an application of a 
religious test as a qualification for office 
under the United States as would have re- 
sulted In the practical dlsfranchisemcnt of a 
large class of onr citizens, and the abandon- 
ment ot a vital principle In our Government 
The Austro-Hungarltm Government flnalh

tary of Legation acting as Charge d'Affairs 
ad Interim. 


CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Early In March last war broke out in Cen 
trnl America, caused by the attempt of 
Guatemala to consolidate the several States 
Into n single government.

THB COS SO. 


The Independent State of the Congo has 
been organized as a government under the 
sovereignty of His Majesty the Kin; ot the 
Belgians, who assumes Its chief magistracy 
In nls personal character only, 'wlthoat 
making the new State a dependency on 
Belgium. It Is unfortunate that a benighted 
region, owing all it has of quickening civili- 
zation to the beneficence and philanthro- 
pic spirit ot this monarch, should have the 
advantage and security of his benevolent 
supervision. The action by this Govern- 
ment last year In being the first to recog- 
nize the flag of the International Associ- 
ation of the Congo has been followed by 
formal recognition of the new nation- 
ality which succeeds to Its sovereign 
powers. 
A 
conference 
of 
delegates 
of 
the 
principal 
^commercial 
nations was held at Berlin last winter to dla- 
cuss methods whereby the Congo basin 
might be kept open to the world's trade. 
Delegates attended on behalf of the Uuited 
States on the understanding that their part 
should be merely deliberative, without im- 
posing to the results any binding character, 
so far as the United States were concerned. 
This reserve was due to the Indisposition of 
this Government to share in any disposal by 
an International congress of furisdletlonal 
questions ID remote foreign territories. The 
results of the conference was embodied In a 
formal act of the nature of an International 
convention, 
which 
laid 
down 
certain 
obligations purporting to be binding on 
the signatories, subject to ratification within 
one year 
Notwithstanding the reservation 
under which the delegates of the United 
States attended, their signatures were at- 
tached to the general act In the same man- 
ner as those of the Plenipotentiaries of 
other Governments, thus making the United 
States appear without reserve or qualifica- 
tion as signatory to a joint international 
engagement imposing on the signers the 
conservation of the territorial Integrity of 
distant regions where we have no estab- 
lished Interests or control. 
This Gov- 
ernment 
does not, however, 
regard 
its 
reservation 
of 
liberty 
of 
action 
in 
the premises as at 
all Impaired, 
and holding that an engagement to share In 
the obligation of enforcing neutrality in the 
remote valley of the Congo would be an al- 
liance whose responsibilities wo are not In a 
position to assume. I abstain from asking 
the sanction of the Senate t .that general 
act. The correspondence will bflOuld before 
you, and the Instructive and Interesting re- 
port of the agent sent by this Government 
to the Congo Country and his recommenda- 
tions for the establishment of commercial 
agencies on the African coast are also sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 


THE SOUTH AMERICAN COMMISSION. 


The commission appointed by my prede- 
cessor last winter to visit the Central and 
South American countries and report on 
the methods of enlarging the commercial 
relations of the United States has submitted 
reports which will be laid before you. No 
opportunity has been omitted to testify to 
the friendliness of this Government toward 
Corea, whose entrance into the family of 
treaty-making powers the United States was 
the first to recognize, I regard wltn favor 
the application made by the Corean Gov- 
ernment to be allowed to employ American 
officers as military Instructors, to which the 
assent of Congress became necessary; and I 
am happy to say this request has the con- 
current sanction of China and Japan 
The arrest and Imprisonment of Julius H. 
Santos, a citizen of the United states, by the 
authorities of Ecuador gave rise to a conten- 
tion with that Government In which his right 
to be released or to have a speedy and im- 
partial trial on announced charges, and 
with all guarantees of defense stipulated by 
treaty, wa-s Insisted upon by the United 
states. After an elaborate correspondence 
and repeated and earnest representations on 
our part. Mr. Santos was, after an alleged 
trial and conviction, eventually included In 
a general decree ot amnesty and pardoned 
by the Ecuadorian Kxecutlve and released, 
leavm1* the question of his American citizen- 
ship denied by tho Kcuadorlan Government, 
but insisted upon bv onr own. 
The amount adjudged to the late French 
and American claimants on account of in- 
juries suffered by them during the war of se- 
cession, having been appropriated by the 
last Congress has been duly paid the French 
liovernment. 


rKEXCH SPOLIATION CLUMS. 


Ton act of February 25, 18S1, provide \ for a 
preliminary search of the records of French 
prize courts for evidence nearinc: on the 
claims ot American citizens against France 
for spoliation committed prior to HOI. The 
duty has been performed, and the report of 
the agent will be laid before you. 


.\MKRIC\V POUK. 


I regret to say that there are restrictions 
upon the importation of our pork interests 
in France, notwithstanding the1 abundant 
demonstration of the absence of sanitary 
danger in Its use, but I entertain strong 
hopes that, with a better understanding of 
the matter this vexatious pro ulntlon will br- 
removed. It would be pleasluj to be able 
to say us much with respect to Germany, 
Austila aud other countries wheie such foo'd 
products are absolutely excluded without 
present prospect of reasonable clniime. 


NATURALIZATION" P.FSTHI' nONs. 


The Interpretation of existing treaties of 


naturalization by Germany dnrlns Hie past 
j car has attracted attention, by leason of 
an apparent tendency on the part of tho rm- 
pM'i'.ii Government to extend the scoieof 
the resielontlal restrictions to which return- 
ing naturalized citizens of Germany are as- 
serted to be liable under the laws of the Em- 
pire. The temperate and lust attitude taken 
by this Goneniment with regard to this class 
01 questions will doubtless lead to a satis- 
factory understanding. 


THK CAI10I.IVK ISLANDS DI9PDTE. 


The dispute of Germany and Spain relative 
to the domination of the Caroline Islands 
hiis attracted the attention of this Govern- 
ment by reason of extensive Interests of 
American citizens having grown up in those 
parts during tiio past thirty years, and be- 
cause the question of ownership involves 
jurisdiction of matters affecting the status 
of onr own citizens under civil and criminal 
law. 
U'lillst standing wholly aloof from the 
proprietary Issues raised between powers to 
both of which the United states are friendly 
this Government expec's that nothing in tiie 
present contention shall unfavorably affect 
onr citizens carrying on business there, and 
has 80 informed the Governments of Spaiu 
aud Germany.
